Criminal District Court Docket 
To Be Taken Up Monday: Jury Called 


County Farmers 
To Ballot On 


The criminal docket of District 
Court will be taken up here Mon­ 
day according to District Judge 
Bates Cross District Attorney H. 
William Allen said six felony bills 
of indictment were returned by 
the grand jury here W ednesday, 
in a preliminary report.

Legislature 
in 1941. made It m andatory, by 
House Bill 222. upon all candi­ 
dates for public office in Texas to 
file an affidavit with the Secre­ 
tary of State, which Act reads 
in part as follows: 
“No person shall be permitted 
to have his name appear upon 
said official ballot as a candidate 
for any office in this State unless 
and until he shall file with the 
Secretary of State his affidavit 
in a form to be prescribed by the 
Attorney General, that if elected 
to the office which he seeks, he 
will support and defend the Con­ 
stitution and Laws of the United 
States and Texas." 
This affidavit was required to 
be 
filed before -uch candidate 
could have his name placed upon 
the official ballot. Some doubt 
prevailed as to whether this ap­ 
plied to prim ary elections, and 
the question was submitted to the 
Attorney General 
His reply, an 
opinion under date of April 24. 
is quite lengthy and I quote that 
portion that is directly effective. 
•• 
"It is therefore our opinion 
that the provisions of said House 
Bill (Article 2978a» apply to the 
ofiicial ballot in general elections, 
and in general elections only." 
Candidates are therefore to dia- 
gard the requirement of the filing 
of this affidavit as to the pri­ 
mary elections only and I would 
appreciate your giving as mu h 
publicity to this ruling as possible 
in order to save time and expense 
of preparing and mailing unneces­ 
sary affidavits.
